REMARKABLE 
DIFFERENCE 


Is Shown By the Reports in the Num­ 
ber 
of 
Contagious Cases in the 
City Last December And Those of 
the Same Month a Year Previous. 


Sanitary Officer J. H. Burgess com­ 
pleted the compiling of a report today 
for the month of December of last 
year, showing the number of cases 
of contagious disease that have come 
under his jurisdiction. A table for the 
month of December of the year 1900 
has also been compiled, and a compar­ 
ison of tho two shows a remarkable 
difference. 
From December I, 1900, to January 
I, 1901, there were 14 cases of diph­ 
theria and 
8 of scarlet fever, 
while 
during December of last year there 
were but 3 cases of diphtheria aud 
3 of scarlet fever. 
This decrease, in 
view of the fact that the 
city 
has 
gained largely in population * during 
the past year, is difficult to under­ 
stand. 
Mr. Burgess, however, claims 
that 
the efforts of the board of health are 
responsible in a great measure, 
be­ 
cause of the fact that the sanitary 
condition of the city has been greatly 
improved and that other precautions 
taken by the board have not been with­ 
out effect. 
Without admitting that there is yet 
room for improvement, Mr. Burgess 
believes that East Liverpool 
leads 
many cities of Its size In its method 
of battling with contagion.,The crowd­ 
ed condition of the city and the scar­ 
city of pure water, he says, are diffi­ 
culties 
that have to be 
confronted 
here that most of the 
other 
cities 
know nothing of. 
“It is almost surprising,” says the 
sanitary officer, “that we 
have 
es­ 
caped the smallpox, since it is preva­ 
lent in many of the towns and cities 
almost in the immediate community. 
However, since nothing of that nature 
has shown up as yet, and also that 
the lesser eases of contagion have 
been so remarkably few. the citizens 
of East Liverpool can rightly consider 
themselves fortunate.”

VICTIM OF PECULIAR ACCIDENT 


Was In a Skiff With a Companion 
and Collided With a Steam­ 
boat Wheel. 


BOTH 
THR O W N 
IN TO 
STREAM 


But Feltz Having Been Injured in the 
Collision W a* Unable to Save Him­ 
self— His Body Has Not Yet Been 
Recovered. 


Clutching desperately at small, frail 
pieces of floating ice, which were not 
of sufficient strength to give him any 
assistance, Frank Feltz, 
a 
laboring 
man. who lived on a shanty boat on 
the beach below the railroad depot, 
went down to death in tho Ohio river 
last night as the result of a most pe­ 
culiar accident. 


The steamer Keystone State on its 
tipward trip arrived 
at 
the 
wharf- 
boat shortly before IO o’clock and Im­ 
mediately tied up. Owing to a strong 
breeze and a rather swift current the 
engineer allowed the machinery to re­ 
main slowly In motion to avoid any 
unnecessary strain on the ropes, and 
the paddle wheel continued to revolve 
all the while the boat remained at the 
wharf. 
Soon after its arrival Feltz, In com­ 
pany with James Cunningham, a local 
teamster, started out from shore at a 
point just below tile wharfboat, and 
pulling out Into the river, proceeded 
upward in an effort to pass on the 
outside of the steamer. 
Just as the skiff was at the outer 
edge of the wheel of the steamer a 
collision resulted, which almost com- 
pletely wreaked the skiff. The occu­ 
pants were thrown violently into the 
water, but by a desperate effort Cun­ 
ningham seized the rudder of the boat, 
where he held fast until rescued by a 
roustabout with great difficulty. 
He 
was completely exhausted and narrow­ 
ly escaped death. 
Feltz had no chance to catch hold 
of anything, and even if he had it is 
thought he could not have done so. 
He was nearest the wheel when the 
collision occurred and it is claimed 
by his companion that he was badly 
injured. He made a struggle, however, 
before going down, though he was too 
much dazed to make an outcry. 
Skiffs we're 
immediately procured 
and every effort made to find the body, 
hut without success. 
The search was 
renewed this morning. Men dragged 
the river all day at and about the 
place where the drowning occurred. 
It is the belief of many that the body 
is lodged near the wharfboat because 
of the eddy there, which would tend 
to prevent 
it 
from 
floating 
down 
stream. 
Cunningham, in explaining why he 
and Feltz came to be out in the river 
at so late an hour, with the thermom­ 
eter near the zero point, says he in­ 
tended to get on the Keystone State 
to buy some rabbits. 
Mrs. Feltz says 
that when her husband started down 
to the river he told her he was going 
after coal. 
Feltz was doing the rowing and it is 
thought that, he made a miscalculation 
of distance when he 
tried to turn 
around the 
wheel of the steamer. 
However, It. is the opinion of 
those 
who witnessed the accident that it was 
due to extreme 
foolhardiness.

Chief Thompson made an investiga­ 
tion this morning. 
It was his purpose

HER CLOTHING TOOK FIRE 


While 8he Was Standing Before a 
Grate and She Was Literall Roast- 
ed Alive— Husband Terribly Burn­ 
ed While Trying to Aid Her. 


Steubenville, Jan. 
13.—Mrs. 
Mary 
Flinn, aged 73, wife of Patrick Flinn, 
died at the Gill hospital in this city 
Saturday afternoon from the effects of 
terrible burns received an hour before. 
Her body was roasted from head to 
foot, and death came as a merciful re­ 
lief after an hour’s untold agony. Her 
husband is lying in a critical condition 
at his home as a result of his heroic 
attempt to save the life of his wife. 
It was while Mrs. Flinn was in the 
act of making coffee at a grate for her 
husband, who is an invalid, that hor 
clothes caught fire. Her apron was 
first to ignite, and noticing the flames 
she screamed to her husband for help. 
He attempted to remove her apron, but 
while doing so, her skirts became ig­ 
nited and in an instant her body was 
enveloped in flames. 
The imperiled woman continued to 
scream for help, and failing to get an 
immediate response, she attempted to 
run into the street, but while going out 
the door, tripped and fell headlong 
down a small flight of steps. 
Her 
head struck the brick pavement and 
cut a long gash over her right eye. 
A moment after she fell neighbors 
reached the scene and made an effort 
to extinguish the flames. It was prac­ 
tically useless, however, as the fire had 
consumed all of her clothing, 
and 
nothing remained around 
her 
body 
except small charred strips. 
Doctors were 
hastily 
summoned 
while the aged 
sufferer was being 
carried Into the house. 
An examina­ 
tion revealed that her eyes, hair and 
ears were burned, her face was black 
and her chest, back, legs and feet lit­ 
erally cooked, as were also her hands, 
from which the flesh fell when touched 
It was evident, too that she inhaled the 
flames, as her lips were burned so se­ 
verely that they became hard.

their existence. 
These observations 
all show that sensorimotor brain cen­ 
ters, tim first in structural develop-

merit also come first into function and at the start with a very small amount 
of definite association. In this latter point the human child differs markedly 
from the young of the lower animals. In the case of a newly born chicken, for 
example, we find a large number of Hie reactions of which lie is capable al­ 
ready formed and needing only Hie slightest touch on the part of tho en­ 
vironment to set them off. During the first day of his life the chicken, a.tor 
picking' his way through his sh ll. stands and walks and when he sees 
food among grains of sand seizes it with about as much precision as he 
«ver dooa in later life. He is to u large extent mature and capable of support­ 
ing himself. 
With the human Infant there are Indeed some reflexes already in exi.Yt- 


4»nce, but witli the exception of that for sucking these are of a very general­ 
ised type. There lins been observed on the first day of life, even with Infants 
prematurely horn, a turning of the head toward the light. 
This Ind.cates 
a performed associative path between the optic ("Miters and the motor centers 
which move the head. It is, however, of a very Indefinite character and goes 
no further than the pleasurable differentiation between light and darkness. 
The Infant Is still practically blind, ami the distinguishing of objects is quite 
i Impossible to him. 
There Is a similar condition with respect to hearing, some observers report­ 
ing that even to loud noises tile child makes no response whatever during the 
: first few days. 
Touch bas been regarded by many as the first sense to manifest Itself. 
Kussmaul, Perez and Preyer all believe that individual tactile sensations 
*, show themselves during Intrauterine life. Even with prematurely born chil­ 
dren touch elicits some response at the very first. The tongue, lips, nostrils 
.and eyelashes are especially sensitive. The difference iu sensibility is, how­ 
ever, less In infants than in adults, and reaction time is slower, indicating a 
Jack of definite association. 
Taste is developed us early as touch. Kussmaul found thnt on the first 
• day of life solutions of sugar and quinine, introduced by a hair pencil and 
warmed so that the feeling of temperature would not affect the result, called 
forth “the same mimetic movements which we designate among grown people 
aa the facial expressions of sweet and hitter.” They respond to the sugar by 
protruding the lips iii a apoutlike form, pressing the tongue between them, 
sucking and swallowing. On the contrary, when the quinine was introduced 
the visage was distorted, the eyes closed, the tongue protruded,Bind choking 
movements were made, accompanied by tho expulsion of the fluftl and active 
secretion of saliva. 
In many eases, however, the introduction of an atten­ 
uated solution of quinine was responded to by sucking movements, showing 
that taste sensibility is weaker at this age than the adult (Tracey). These 
movements cannot lie called voluntary in the adult sense, hut were as uncon­ 
trollable reflexes. They indicate a differentiation of associative paths iii ad­ 
vance of what is to lie observed with the sense of sight aud hearing. 
Children make indefinite reactions to strong odors while 
asleep during the j 
first hours after birth. They are behind many of the lower animals in motor 
^associations leading from this sense. A kitten lf days old. before its eyes are 
opened, will raise its back and "spit” at a hand which has 
been rubbed over , 
th e back of a dog. 
Internal sensations will give rise to various Indefinite reactions. Pleasure 
and pain are at first manifested in connection with feelings,of hunger and 
thirst. Pleasure is not expressed by a "real smile” uutil about the forty-fifth 
day (Darwin). 
These reactions are evidently of a very simple character, so simple, In- 
j 
deed, that the most of them may be carried out, in a great part at least, by 
nervous centers below the brain proper. The suckling reflex, for example, is 
l>ossible In microcephalous children, in whom the upper brain Is almost wholly 
wanting.- With normal children, however, there is in a very few days after 
birth enough difference In their reactions, as compared with those born with­ 
out the upper brain, to slyow that the cortex, the organ of consciousness par 
excellence, is contributing at least some re-enforcement to the lower centers. 
W ith regard to the higher and more concrete phases of experiences, known 
to adults as volitions, desires, feeling, knowledge, and which we generally in­ 
fer to exist In connection with the activity of the higher centers, it is Im­ 
possible to say Just at what point in the life of the child they first make 
their appearance. 
Although there may very likely be some protoplasmic 
motlier liquid of an Inner state lu the automatic reactions and reflexes of chil­ 
dren, or even in the germ cell itself, what all are accustomed to regard as 
really personal is at birth and for sometime after conspicuous by its absence. 
The distinguishing of objects by sight, generally called "noticing,” is not re­ 
ported until the child is over a month old. Even after this, however, there is 
very little idea of distance derived from the eyes. Preyers boy at 4 months 
old often grasped at objects which were twice the length of his arm from him 
urn! “when nearly 2 years old tried to hand a piece of paper to a person look­ 
ing out of a second story window from the garden below.” This failure to ap­ 
preciate distances arises out of the fact that knowledge of this feature of ex* 
- parlance arises from the senses of touch and pressure, aud not until sight seu- 
-. nations and touch sensations have been sufficiently associated together can we 
'dispense with the evidence of touch. By sight alone we would not be able to 
tall that anything was distant or near, rough or smooth, transparent or 
.opaque. 
It is by a series of trials Involving his skin and muscles that the 
-child learns that he can walk through air. but not through a wall, or that he 
cannot pick up the spot of light from the floor. Similar associations are made 
with hearing and the other senses, and a great part of the child’s early months 
is spent iu making physical experiments on himself and his environment. 
When visual “noticing” begins, it is at first limited to about the distance of his 
Angers. Beyond this poiut he is practically blind, while the first real grasping 
o f an object with an appreciation of its distance is not observed until about 
/the end of the fifth month. 
About tills time lie discovers various portions of his body. He notices hit 
toes and may be observed to hunt for them when they have by some reflex 
and accidental movement on his part disappeared from sight. He discovers 
a difference in experience when lie touches or handles his own body and 
when he does the same thing with another. Ile discovers that many things 
have a reverse side lo them and turns them over and over, impressing on his 
mind the difference of appearance from different anglos, while at the same 
time the object remains the same to his feeling of touch and pressure. He ex­ 
amines carefully the edges aud corners of tilings and studies their weight and 
thickness. The rustle, and especially the thinness, of paper about this age is 
a delightful discovery, aud when he finds out that paper will tear the new 
-experience, revealing such an unusual effect of his volitions, Is repeated time 
and time again, bringing in every possible variety of association between 
flight, sound, touch and muscular co-ordination. He takes the greatest pleas­ 
ure in finding himself a cause. 
The elaborate experimentations which a child of 0 or 7 months goos 
athrough are not possible without a considerable degree of memory aud asso- 
-cSative power. The facility with which associated ideas are acquired is, ae- 
-onrding to Mr. Darwin, tile most strongly marked of all the characteristics 
w paratiug a child from even the most intelligent of the lower animals. Asso­ 
ciation by contiguity appears quite early. About the age of 5 or G months 
when a child is dressed for the street and put In his carriage he becomes rest­ 
less and angry if he is not taken .out immediately. Hero is a firmly fixed asso­ 
ciation which has been acquired and remembered from past experience. From 
•a brain standpoint we may figure it as follows, aud by this it is not meant 
th at we will have fully explained, but only given one of the necessary condi­ 
tions of these more concrete elements of experience. 
At first the dressing, 
placing in carriage aud taking out give rise to movements, touches, sights and 
-sounds which involve the reaction of different brain centers following one after 
. another. 
Each of these centers has associative fibers leading out In various di­ 
rections throughout the brain. The three different outward events mean three 
-different groups of brain Activities. 
The first group is discharged at the time 
th e first dressing occurred. At that time the centers involved in this group 
would radiate out impulses In every direction. The neutral process accom­ 
panying the sight of the carriage might even be one of tile clements, but would 
S 
fee submerged by all the others. The sight of the carriage Is, however, con­ 
doned, while the other processes, involving,. for Instance, the sight of his crib.

It will be seen from this that the problem of nutrition is fundamental to 
even these complex evidences of intelligence.

“Going—going—-gone!” cried the auc­ 
tioneer at a recent sale in London, and 
tin'll was sold a piece of property 
which, from its association with tile 
battle of 
Hastings, 
is 
Inseparably 
bound up with the story of the British 
nation. 
It was no less a place than 
Battle abbey, erected by William tile 
Conqueror in 100G to commemorate bis 
victory. 
Since the time of the first William it 
has had many Owners and has now be­ 
come the property of Sir Augustus 
Frederick Webster. 
The new owner 
is a descendant of Sir Thomas Web­ 
ster, who bought the abbey from Vis­ 
count Montague in 1719 and whose 
family retained possession of it for 
j 137 years. 
Battle abbey is situated near Battle, 
! Sussex. The town was formerly called 
; Eplton and received its present name 
from being the spfot on which the Sax- 
i ons, under Harold, were defeated .by 
William, duke of Normandy, iii I OGG. 
; Tile Norman duke, marching from l’ev- 
ensey, a few miles away, where he had 
landed, found the Saxons intrenched 
behind a stockade on ground which lies 
within the inclosure of the Battle es­ 
tate. So stubborn was the defense that 
the fate of the day was uncertain until 
William ordered his archers to shoot 
upward. 
An arrow pierced Harold’s 
eye, and he fell, with a few of his 
I earls faithful lo the last. After the bat­ 
tle Duke William, known as tho Ccjp- 
queror, founded a magnificent abbey to 
commemorate ills victory. 
The high 
altar In the church is said to have 
stood on the very spot where the body 
! of the Saxon prince was found. 
! 
The abbey was intrusted to the Ben­ 
edictine order and enjoyed for 500 
i years great celebrity. Tile church was 
! consecrated on Fob. ll, 1094, during a 
visit of William Rufus to Hastings, 
and the occupants of tho original abbey 
came from the Benedictine monastery 
of Marmoutier-les-Tours, on the banks 
I of the Loire, founded by St. Martin as 
a refuge of privacy. In the middle of

w arm ed so th a t th e feeling of tem perature would not affect tho result, called 
forth “the Rome m im etic m ovem ents which we designate am ong grow n people 
as the facial expressions of sw eet and bitter.’* They respond to th e sugar by 
protruding th e 11 pH in a spoutliko form, pressing tho tongue betw een them , 
sucking and swallowing. 
On tin* contrary, when th e quinine w as Introduced 
the visage w as distorted, tho eyes dosed, the tongue protruded,m ud choking 
m ovem ents w*ere made, accom panied by tin* expulsion of tile final and active 
secretion of saliva. 
In m any eases, however, the Introduction of an a tte n ­ 
uated solution of quinine w as responded to by sucking m ovem ents, show ing 
th a t taste sensibility is w eaker at this age than Iii** ad u lt (Tracey). 
T h rss 
m ovem ents cannot lie called voluntary In tile adult, sense, hut w ere as uncon­ 
trollable reflexes. 
They indicate a differentiation of associative paths in ad ­ 
vance of w hat Is to lie observed xx itll tin* sense of sight and hearing. 
Children m ake indefinite reactions to strong odors while asleep during th e 
first hours a fte r birth. They are behind m any of th e low er anim als in motor 
A ssociations lending from this sense. 
A kitten 3 days old. before its eyes ar** 
opened, xviii raise its back and “spit” a t a hand xvhich has been rubbed over 
th e back of a dog. 
In tern al sensations xviii give rise to various Indefinite reactions. 
P leasure 
an d pain are a t first m anifested in connection xvith feelings,of hunger and 
th irst. 
Pleasure Is not expressed by a “real sm ile" until about th e lorty-fiftb 
d ay (Darwin). 
These reactions arc evidently of a very sim ple character, so simple, In­ 
deed, th a t the most of them m ay be carried out, In a g reat p art a t least, by 
nervous centers behav th e brain proper. 
T he suckling reflex, for exam ple, is 
possible In m icrocephalous children, in whom the upper brain is alm ost xvliolly 
wanting.* W ith norm al children, however, there is in a very few days after 
b irth enough difference In their reactions, as com pared xvith those born w ith ­ 
o u t th e upper brain, to styoxv th a t the cortex, tin* organ of consciousness par 
iexceller.ee, is contributing at least some ^-enforcem ent to th e low er centers. 
W ith regard to the higher and more concrete phases of experiences, known 
to adults as volitions, desires, feeling, knowledge, and w hich xve generally In­ 
fe r to exist In connection xvith the activity of th e higher centers, it is Im­ 
possible to say Just at w hat point In the life of the child they first m ake 
th eir appearance. 
Although th ere may very likely be som e protoplasm ic 
m other liquid of tin Inner sta te In the autom atic reactions am i reflexes of chil­ 
dren, or even In the germ cell Itself, xvlint all are accustom ed to regard as 
really personal is at Dirt ii and for som etim e a fte r conspicuous by Its absence. 
T h e distinguishing of objects by sight, generally called “noticing,” is not re­ 
ported until tin* child Is over a m onth old. 
Even a fte r this, however, there is 
very little idea of distance derived from tile eyes. 
IToyer’s boy a t 4 m onths 
old often grasped a t objects xvhich were tw ice the length of his arm from him 
•and “w hen nearly 2 years old tried to hand a piece of paper to a person look­ 
ing out of a second story xvlndoxv from the garden beloxv.” T his failu re to ap­ 
preciate distances arises out of tin* fact th a t know ledge of this featu re of ex- 
■ perience arises from the senses of touch and pressure, and not until sight sen- 
. .nations and touch sensations have been sufficiently associated together can xve 
dispense xvith the evidence* of touch. 
By sight alone w e w ould not be able to 
te ll th a t anything was d istan t or near, rough or sm ooth, tran sp aren t or 
-opaque. 
It Is by a series of trials involving ids skin aud m uscles th a t th e 
-■child learns th a t he can w alk through air. hut not through a wall, or th a t he 
4?annot pick up the spot of light from tin* floor. 
Sim ilar associations are m ade 
w ith hearing mid th e other senses, and a great part of th e child’s early m onths 
is spent In m aking physical experim ents on him self and his environm ent. 
’W hen visual “noticing’’ begins, it is a t first lim ited to about the distance of his 
dingers. Beyond tins jniint he is practically blind, xvhile the first real grasping 
o f an object xvith an appreciation of its distance is not observed until about 
xthe end of the ll ft ii month. 
About th is tim e lie discovers various portions of his body. 
H e notices bis 
toes and m ay he observed to hunt for them w hen they have by some reflex 
and accidental m ovem ent ou ins part disappeared from sight. 
Ile discovers 
a difference in experience xvhon lie touches or handles ids own body and 
w hen he does the sam e thing xvith another. 
Ile discovers th a t m any things 
hav e a reverse side to them and turns them over and over, im pressing on Ids 
m ind the difference of appearance from different angles, xvhile a t th e sam e 
tim e tile object rem ains tin* sam e to his feeling of touch and pressure. H e ex­ 
am ines carefully th e edges and corners of tilings and studies their xveiglit and 
thickness. 
The rustle, and especially the thinness, of paper about this age is 
a delightful discovery, and w hen in* finds out th a t paper xviii te a r the new 
-experience, revealing such an unusual effect of his volitions, is repeated tim e 
an d tim e again, bringing in every possible variety of association between 
Algid, sound, touch and m uscular co-ordination. 
Ile takes the greatest pleas­ 
u re in finding him self a cause. 
T he elaborate experim entations xvhich a child of G or 7 m onths goos 
th ro u g h are not possible w ithout a considerable degree of memory and asso­ 
c ia tiv e power. 
The facility xvith w hich associated ideas are acquired is, ac­ 
co rd in g to Mr. D arw in, th e m ost strongly m arked of all the characteristics 
sep aratin g a child from even th e most intelligent of the low er anim als. Asso­ 
ciation- by contiguity appears quite early. 
A bout th e age of 5 or G m onths 
w hen a child is dressed for tile street aud put iii his carriage he becomes rest­ 
less and angry if he is not taken,out im m ediately.

‘ B attle abbey, erected by W illiam tile 
Conqueror in lOGO to com m em orate his 
I victory. 
Since th e tim e of the first W illiam it 
has had m any Axvners and lins now be- j 
come tile property of Sir A ugustus 
Frederick W ebster. 
T he nexv oxy nor 
is a descendant of Sir Thom as W eb­ 
ster, xvlio bought the abbey from Vis­ 
count M ontague in 1710 and whose 
fam ily retained possession of it for 
137 years. 
B attle abbey is situated near B attle, 
Sussex. Tho town xvas form erly called 
Epiton and received its present nam e 
from being the spot on xvhich the Sax­ 
ons, under H arold, w ere defeated ,b y 
W illiam , duke of Norm andy, iii I (HJG. 
The N orm an duke, m arching from I’ev- 
ensey, a few miles aw ay, xvii ere he had 
landed, found the Saxons intrenched 
behind a stockade on ground xvhich lies 
w ithin th e Inclosure of the B attle es­ 
tate. So stubborn xvas the defense th a t 
the fate of the day xvas uncertain until 
W illiam ordered his archers to shoot 
upw ard. 
An nrroxv pierced H arold’s 
eye, and he fell, w ith a few of his 
earls faith fu l to the last. A fter tho b a t­ 
tle D uke W illiam , known as tile Ocpi- 
queror, founded a m agnificent abbey to 
com m em orate his victory. 
The high 
a lta r In the church is said to have 
stood on the very spot w here the body 
of the Saxon prince w as found. 
The abbey xvas intrusted to the Ben­ 
edictine order and enjoyed for 500 
years great celebrity. The church xx*as 
consecrated on Fob. ll, 1094, during a 
visit of W illiam B nf us to H astings, 
and the occupants of the original abbey 
cam e from the Benedictine m onastery 
of M arm outier-les-Tours, on the hanks 
of th e Loire, founded by St. M artin as 
a refuge of privacy. In the middle of

FLED BEFORE THE AMERICANS. 


Wells' a n i Wint's Columns Capture 
Enough Rations to Keep 20,000 
Insurgents S ix Months. 
Manila, Jan. 13.—The news receiv­ 
ed from Balangay province is cheer­ 
ful. 
Tue expedition to Loboo, in Ba- 
tangas has ben a com plete success. 
The columns, undei 
colonels W int 
, and Wells, have destroyed a large 
n urn hoi' of barracks and ham lets and 
enough rations to keep 20,OOO Fili­ 
pinos for six months. 
There was not 
a single American 
casualty during 
the entire expedition. 
The enemy 
tied before the Americans, many of 
them being killed, and several sur­ 
rendered. 
Major Henry Allen, formerly Gov­ 
ernor of the Island of Leyte, and now 
shier of the insular constabulary,who 
has been making a tour of Inspection 
through the Islands of Leyie and Min­ 
danao, has returned to Manila, and 
reports that the native constabulary 
is fully able to control the situation 
in tho province of Misamis, in North­ 
ern Mindanao, where he thinks th3 
situation has been much exaggerated. 
Previous reports 
concerning 
this 
province caused Generals Davis and 
W ade to i t quest th at it be returned 
from civil to military control. 
W’ith the exception cf tne church 
the entire town of Quingua, in Guin­ 
ean province, Luon, has been burned 
to the ground, and thousands of Fili­ 
pinos have been rendered homeless. 
Commissioner Bernard Moses, head 
of the Departm ent cf Public Instruc­ 
tion for the islands, has deliveder an 
address to the teachers of Manila in 
which he particularly urged the con­ 
tinued instruction of 
Filipino chil­ 
dren in English. He said tne members 
of the wealthy 
Philippine 
classes 
were making a great m istake in send­ 
ing their children to Spanish schools, 
as the consequent neglect in English 
instruction would 
injure their posi­ 
tion and .standing in the islands which 
would inevitably and indissolubly be­ 
come a portion of the American na­ 
tion.

Sanitary Officer J, H. Burgess com­ 
pleted the compiling of a report today 
for the month of December of last 
year, showing the number of cases 
of contagious disease that have come 
under his jurisdiction. A table for the 
month of December of the year 1900 
has also been compiled, and a compar­ 
ison of tho two shows a remarkable 
difference. 
From December I, 1900, to January 
I, 1901, there were 14 cases of diph­ 
theria and 8 of scarlet fever, 
while 
during December of last year there 
were but 3 cases of diphtheria and 
3 of scarlet fever. 
This decrease, iu 
view of the fact that the 
city 
has 
gained largely in population - during 
the past year, is difficult to under­ 
stand. 
Mr. Burgess, however, claims that 
the efforts of the board of health are 
responsible in a great measure,

condition of the city has been greatly 
improved and that other precautions 
taken by the board have not been with­ 
out effect.

VICTIM OF PECULIAR ACCIDENT 


W as In a Skit!' W ith a Companion 
and Collided W ith a Steam­ 
boat W heel.

But Feltz Having Been Injured in the 
Collision Was Unable to Save Him­ 
self— His Body Has Not Yet Been 
Recovered. 


Clutching desperately at small, frail 
pieces of floating ice, which were not 
of sufficient strength to give him any 
assistance, Frank Feltz, 
a 
laboring 
man, who lived on a shanty boat on 
the beach below the railroad depot, 
went down to death in the Ohio river 
last night as the result of a most pe­ 
culiar accident,. 
The steamer Keystone State on its 
upward trip arrived 
at 
the 
wharf- 
boat shortly before IO o'clock and im­ 
mediately tied up. Owing to a strong 
breeze and a rather swift current the 
engineer allowed the machinery to re­ 
main slowly in motion to avoid any 
unnecessary strain on the ropes, and 
the paddle wheel continued to revolve 
all the while the boat remained at the 
wharf. 
Boon after its arrival Feltz, in com­ 
pany with James Cunningham, a local 
teamster, started out from shore at a 
point just below tile whaleboat, and 
pulling out into tho river, proceeded 
upward in un effort to pass on the 
outside of the steamer. 
Just as tin? skiff was at the outer 
edge of the wheel of the steamer a 
collision resulted, which almost com­ 
pletely wreaked the skiff. The occu­ 
pants were tlTrowu violently Into the 
water, but by a desperate1 effort Cun­ 
ningham seized the rudder of the boat, 
where he held fast until rescued by a 
roustabout witti great difficulty. 
He 
was completely exhausted and narrow­ 
ly escaped death. 
Feltz had no chance to catch hold 
of anything, and even lf he had it Is 
thought he could not have done so. 
He was nearest the wheel when the 
collision occurred and It is claimed 
by his companion that he was badly 
injured. He made a struggle, however. 
before going down, though he was too 
much dated to make an outcry. 
Skiffs were 
immediately procured 
and every effort made to find the body 
but without success. The search was 
renewed ‘his morning. Men dragged 
the river nil day at and about the 
place whore the drowning occurred. 
It Is the belief of many that the body 
is lodged near the wharfboat because 
of the? eddy there, Which would tend 
to prevent 
it 
from 
floating 
down 
stream. 
Cunningham, in explaining why he 
and Feltz came to he out In the river 
at so late an hour. with the thermom- 
etct near the zero point, says he in­ 
tended to get on tho Keystone State 
to buy some rabbits. 
Mrs. Feltz says 
that when her husband started down 
to the river he told her he was going 
after coal. 
Feltz was doing the rowing and it Is 
thought that he made a miscalculation 
of distance when he 
tried to turn 
around the 
wheel of the steamer. 
However, It Is the opinion of 
those 
who witnessed the aceident that it was 
due to extreme 
foolhardiness. 
The 
d< ad man Is alone responsible ’ 
i" 
chief Thompson made an Investiga 
lion this morning. 
It was his purpose 
to use dynamite in an effort to raise 
the body, but on the advice of expe­ 
rienced rivermon, who claimed the ex* 
posive would have no effect while the 
Ice was In tho river, he abandoned tho 
notion. 
Feltz w a s 33 years old and Is b u t 
vlved by a wife and small child, who 
are said to be In destitute circumstan­ 
ces. He c ame here early last Decem­ 
ber from Williamstown, W. Va,, where 
his parents reside.

HER CLOTHING TOOK FIRE 


W hile She Was 
Standing 
Before a 
Grate and She Was Literal! Roast- 
ed Alive— Husband Terribly Burn­ 
ed While Trying to Aid Her. 


Steubenville, Jan. 
13.—M n . 
Mary 
Fllnn, aged 73, wife of Patrick Flinn, 
died at the Gill hospital in this city 
Saturday afternoon from the effect* of 
terrible burns received an hour before. 
H er body was roasted from head to 
foot, and death came as a merciful re­ 
lief after an hour’s untold agony. 
Her 
husband is lying in a critical condition 
at his home as a result of his heron 
attem p t to save th<.* life of ins wife. 
It was while Mrs. F Jnn was in the 
act of making coffee at a grate for her 
husband, who is an Invalid, th a t her 
clothes caught fire. 
H er apron was 
first to ignite, and noticing the flames 
she scream ed to her husband for help. 
lie attem pted to remove h e r apron, but 
while doing so, her skirt* becam e ig 
nited and in an instant h e r body was 
enveloped in names. 
The Imperiled woman continued to 
acream for help, and failing to get an 
imm ediate response, she attem pted to 
run into the street, but while going out 
the door, tripped and fell headlong 
down a small flight of steps. 
H er 
head struck the brick pavem ent and 
cut a long gasli over her right eye. 
A moment after she fell neighbors 
reached the scene and m ade an effort 
to extinguish th e flames. 
It was prac­ 
tically useless, however, as the fire had 
consumed all 
of h er 
clothing, 
and 
nothing remained around 
her 
body 
except small charred strips. 
Doctors 
were 
hastily 
summoned 
while the aged 
sufferer 
was 
being 
carried Into the house. 
An exam ina­ 
tion revealed that h er eyes, hair and 
ears were burned, her face was black 
and her cheat, back, legs and feet lit­ 
erally cooked, as were also h er hands, 
from which the flesh fell when touched 
It was evident, too th at she Inhaled the 
flames, as her lips were burned so se­ 
verely th at they becam e hard. 
The 
sight of her eyes was com pletely de­ 
stroyed. 
Tho burns were tem porarily dressed 
and the patient then removed to the 
hospital, where she remained until her 
death. 
She was conscious to the last. 
though she suffered intense agony. In 
tho meantime friends and relatives of 
the aged husband were at his home 
caring for hint. 
His right hand, with which hi* en­ 
deav o rs! to loosen the apron string 
from his wife s burning body, was ter­ 
ribly burned. He had stepped on burn­ 
ing garm ents In his efforts, and when 
the neighbors arrived one of his socks 
was burning fiercely. 
The flames were 
extinguished, and the sock removed, 
bu t not before his foot was burned 
black. 
It is feared th at the aged victim ’s 
Injuries, together with the shock occa­ 
sioned by his wife’s awful death, will 
also result fatally.

example, we find a large number of the reactions of which he is capable al­ 
ready formed and needing only the slightest touch on the part of the en­ 
vironment to ret them off. During tho first day of bin life tilt* c m ,.en, after 
picking his way through his sh-ll, stands and walks and when be seer, 
food among grains of sand seizes it with about its much precision as he 
over does in later life. 
Ile Is t a large extent mature and capable of support­ 
in g himself.

With the human infant there are indeed some reflexes already in exist­ 
ence, but With th” exception of that for sucking these arc of a very general­ 
ised type. T h ere has been observed on the first day of life, et en o il Ii infants 
prematurely born. a turning of the head toward the light, 
lid s indicates 
a performed associative path betw een the optic centers and the motor centers 
which move the head, 
it is, however, of a very Indefinite character and goos 
no further than the pleasurable differentiation between light .and darkness. 
The Infant Is still practically blind, and the distinguishing of objects is quite 
impossible to him. 
There Is a similar condition with respect to hearing, some observers report­ 
ing that even to loud noises the child makes no response \\ liatever during the 
first fen days. 
Touch has been regarded by ninny as the first sense to m anifest itself. 
Kussmaul, Perez and Preyer all believe that individual tactile sensations 
show themselves during intrauterine life. 
liven with prematurely born chil­ 
dren touch elicits some response at the very first. 
The tongue, lips, nostrils 
.and eyelashes are especially sensitive. 
The difference in sensibility is, how­ 
ever, 1i*kb In infants than in adults, and reaction tim e is slower, indicating a 
Jack of definite association. 
Taste Is developed as early as touch. 
Kussmaul found that on the first 
• day of lift- solutions of sugar and quinine, introduced by a hair pencil and
